HSA recognizes students in 
annual Hums \uunls 
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UTM pursues Engineering program

A bachelor of science degree pro¬ 
gram in Engineering (BSE) was ap¬ 
proved by Faculty Senate, with only 
one opposing vote, at its meeting 
\Tuesday. 

The program is designed to replace 
the current bachelor of scieace in 
Engineering Technology (BSET) de¬ 
gree and, pending approval, will be 
implemented in fall 199S. 

As a result, 57 Engineering courses 
will be deleted, and 35 courses will 
be added, said Dr. Troy Henson, dean 
of Engineering Technology and En¬ 
gineering. Because enrollment is ex¬ 
pected to increase under the new pro¬ 
gram, the number of Engineering fac¬ 
ulty is not expected to change. 

Results of 
SGA VP race 
contested, 
nullifed

The results of the SGA vice presi¬ 
dent election heid the week before 
spring break were nullified by the 
Election Commission this week af¬ 
ter being contested by the losing can¬ 
didate. _ * 

The election, in which Eric Maupin 
defeated Frank Stevenson. 420-347. 
was contested by Stevenson, who 
said he had been told that Maupin’s 
supporters were campaigning for him ' 
at ballot boxes. The SGA Constitu¬ 
tion prohibits campaigning near bal¬ 
lot boxes. 

Students will vote again today 
from 9-5 on the second floor of the 
UC. In addition to the vice pres- 
idental race, students will vote in a 
run-off election for secretary of fi¬ 
nance between Tawana Neely and 
Jana Sinclair ani^ for Congress rep¬ 
resentatives (see story, page 4). 

The secretary of finance run-off is 
being held because, under the SGA 
Constitution, a candidate must have 
a majority vote before he/she can be 
elected, and none of the three candi¬ 
dates did.

Group meets in support of resigning prof

A group of Social Work majors met with Dean of 
Arts and Sciences Robert Smith Tuesday night to show 
support for Dr. Rebecca Fields, an assistant professor 
in the Department of Sociology and Anthropology, 
whose recent resignation upset some students. 

The group of IK students expressed other grievances 
involving accreditation, curriculum sequence, adviser 
changes and catalog requirements for the department 

No official reason has been given for Fields’ resig¬ 
nation. which came only months al ter she came to UTM 
in August 1994. 

Students indicated thev believed her resignation w js 
prompted by iiitradcparimcnial cunllict among the l.u 
nils Both fields and liintti) Alcwine. Jumtun ol 


Sociology. Criminal Justice and Social Work, declined 
to comment concerning the reason for her resignation 

Fields had denied rumors she was leaving, and then 
a few days later announced to the class that she had 
turned in her resignation, said Lori Nonhcutt, a senior 
from Selmer, Tcnn., who co-organized the meeting with 
Raymond Jenkins, a senior from Union City. 

Students expressed to Smith their desire for him to 
ask Fields not to leave, hut he would not commit to do 
so, describing the situation as ** too complex." Smith 
did say. however, lhat he would inform Fields of the 
support that the students at the meeting were giving 
her 

Numb also said that Fields had not been asked to 
tesign and that he hud spoken to her expressing his 
'uopoii be lore she formally resigned.

more instructional lab equipment and 
faculty professional development, 
but the expense would be no more 
than What would have been required 
under the BSET program. Henson 
said. These expenses would be met 
through external funding. 

In fact, in the long run. expenses 
from equipment should be less than 
they would be under the cunent pro¬ 
gram. Henson said. In addition, the 
new degree should not require addi¬ 
tional faculty. 

Henson said enrollment is pro- 
jeetdd to increase under the new de¬ 
gree. Total enrollment in Engineer¬ 
ing last fall was 205, with only 96 in 
the Pre-Engineering program. 

‘‘It will take some time to get the 
word out, but we project an eventual

Degree program may be offered 
by fall 1995 if approved by 
THEC, UT Board of Trustees 


The program must now be ap¬ 
proved by the UT Board of Trustees 
and by the Tennessee Higher Educa¬ 
tion Commission. 

Currently, students who want a 
degree in Engineering must transfer 
from UTM after two years. Under the 
new program, students would be able 
to complete a comprehensive Engi¬ 
neering degree with a broad base of 
courses offered. Henson said. 

The BSET degree offers majors in 
Civil. Electrical and Mechanical en¬ 
gineering. This degree would be 


phased out in the next five years- 

The costs of the changeover are not 
expected to be great. Henson said. 

"The only cost to the slate will be 
additional Engineering periodicals 
for the library," he said. “The Engi¬ 
neering program will require more 
library-based research." 

The costs for these library materi¬ 
als would not come from the cunent 
library funds, said Dr. Fran Johnson, 
acting vice chancellor for Academic 
Affairs. 

The new degree would also require

We want to take advantage of this opportunity to change from the drab 
sounding “pacer" to a name that will fit our mission Fn informing the 
student body. 

In making a change, the staff encourages all students to send us 
suggestions for a new name and the reason behind the selection. We will 
not have the luxury of hiring Dye Van Mol & Lawrence to do marketing 
research for us, so we are depending on students to give us suggestions. 

All suggestions will be considered, but in the end, the staff will make 
•the final decision. After all, we have to live with it.

A race that could have generated positive energy and publicity for SGA 
turned out to be an embarrassment this week when one of (he hottest 
races was nullified on the grounds it was conducted unconstitutionally. 

The race between Eric Maupin and Frank Stevenson for vice president 
saw voters turn out in large numbers for something rare — an interesting 
SGA race. 

But, SGA embarrassed itself by screwing up a Cabinet election for the 
second time in two years. It shouldn’t have been this hard. This year, to 
make things simple, there was only one voting box used, and it was in the 
UC. Yet for some reason, members of the election commission, the seven- 
member group which conducts elections, could not assure that it was held 
constitutionally. 

It is unfortunate that incompetence has turned one of the best things to 
happen to SGA in recent years into something that will inevitably make 
SGA lose credibility in the eyes of students.

Maupin said although none of his 
supporters had indicated to him that 
they had campaigned for him near the 
ballot box, he may have not made it 
clear to all of them that they 
shouldn’t.
